AN INSURANCE MAN ON THE 
WATER QUESTION IN RALEIGH.—A 
gentleman connected with the fire 
insurance business recently visited 
this city and gives his ideas and im- 
pressions on our city, particularly as 
to the inefficiency of our Fire Depart- 
ment on accountof the scarcity of 
water, inthe New York Insurance 
Monitor. The article in question 
contains a good many undeniable 
truths and valuable hints. It says: 

‘“T arrived in the flourishing little 
city of ten to twelve thousand inha- 
bitants a few days since, and found 
the citizens so agreeable and hospita- 
ble, and the placeso pleasant and in- 
viting, that 1 regretted to part from 
the one and leave the other. 

‘‘T found the time-honored Yarbcro 
House had been much enlarged, and 
mine host, Blacknell, equal in suavi- 
ty of manners and attention to his 
guests to any gentleman that ever 
presided over it. In equipments, 
viands, ete., the house will compare 
favorably with any first-class house 
in the Southern States. 

‘The appearance of the buildings 
of Raleigh, the broad streets, filled 
with vehicles and people moving to 
and fro with a quick step, give the 

lace the appearance of an active and 

ustling city. It contains’ ten 
churches, twodeafand dumbasylums 
—one for white, the other for colored 
(the first has some three hundred, 
and the latter about fifty patients); 
also an insane asylum, with some 
four hundred inmates; four banks 
several sash end blind factories, and 
-a planing-mill. 
* * * * * * 

‘The fire department consists of 
one steam engine and one hook and 
ladder company, manned by the 
whites, and one hand-engine and one 
bucket company, composed of col- 
ored men, all volunteers. The citi- 
zens are now and then regaled by a 
parade of the fire department. The 
members are all uniformed, and 
make a handsomedisplay when they 
appear upon the streets in line of 
march with all their insignia. The 
chief wearsa hat that would have 
done honor to the brow of Hercules, 
even though it might have borne 
heavily on his neck, and earries a 
massive silver trumpet, with which 
he can make himself heard from the 
centre to the circumference of the 
city! With this outfit he leads the 
ee most admired of them 
all. 

‘‘Next comes the foreman of the 
hookand ladder company, a_ gentle- 
man of aldermanic mien, followed 
by his neat, trim and _ tidy-looking 
men Then comes the hand-engine 
and the bucketcompany. ‘The ap- 
pearance of the men is exceedingly 
unique,and reflects great credit on 
them. 

“Fire insurance companies from 
abroad read of this extensive and 
handsomely = fire depart- 
ment, and no doubt draw the infer- 
ence, as a matter of course, that the 
city has a supply of water with 
which to feed the engines in case of 
tire, but the contrary is the case. 
* * * * 

‘The idea of having asteam fire en- 
gine pulled 6y man power seemed 
ridiculous to my mind; but when I 
found there was really no water to 
feed it with, I was completely dumb- 
founded, never having supposed that 
any people would get a steam engine 
when they had not the water to feed 
it. The engineis a good thing in its 
way, but without water it is useless. 
Underwriters from abroad are told of 
the fire department here—that the 
organization is good, ete., but they 
don’t Know that there is no water in 
the place except that afforded by the 
cisterns or wells, and ii case of a tire 
of any magnitude, they would be ut- 
terly useless; each one would have 
about as much etlect on the fire as a 
drop of water would haveon asalmon 
brick or a duck’s back ! 

‘‘Now, whilst the steam depart- 
ment is comparatively useless, the 
members are not deserving of cen- 
sure. ‘The citizens, with commend- 
able enterprise and generosity, con- 
tributed to the purchase of the steam- 
er, and then to hand it over to the 
company, they did not seem to con- 
sider that the machine would be use- 
less, unless they had a supply of 
water that was adeyuate for its de- 
mands, and that without that supply 
it would beof no service in the hands 
of any company, no matter how 
skillful they might be. They had 
been accustomed from time beyond 
memory to look to the wells and Ccis- 
terns for theirsupply of water. * * 
* * Thereis no city of the same 
size in this country into which an 
abundant supply of fresh water could 
be introduced at so small an expense, 
through the present system, which 
does away with reservoirs, and I sin- 
cerely hope that the citizens of Ral- 
eigh will take the matter of water 
supply into serious consideration, not 
only asregards the great security 
which it will afford them in cases of 
fires, but as to the immense benefit 
which they will daily reap by using 
pure fresh water for their family pur- 
poses instead of the half-stagnant and 
semi-putrid water contained in their 
wells and cisterns. 

‘‘ Raleigh has heretofore been a 
good paying point for fire insurance 
agencies, but that must be ascribed 
to luck more than to the means at 
hand for extinguishing fires. ‘The 
rates prevailing are low—quite as low 
as in most cities with an abundant 
water supply and paid department, 
and are entirely inadequate to the 
risks undertaken by underwriters ; 
for if a fire should once get under a 
fair headway in any oneof the blocks 
of buildings in the business portions 
of the city, the firemen, with the 
secant supply of water at their com- 
mand, would be almost useless. The 
fire would only be stopped for want 
of material upon which to feed its 
flames. The National Board should 
look to this place, and unless a water 
supply is introduced the premiums 
should be greatly increased. There 
is no city of this size, or half its size, 
in the north, east or west, that has 
not an abundant supply of water 
either through the old system of re- 
servoirs or the present improved sys- 
tem, which affords a better supply at 
much less cost; and yet there is 
hardly one, and I believe none of 
them, where the insurance premium 
issosmallashere.’ * * * *

The Modocs at their New Home. 


The Modocs who recently played a 
leading part in our history have been 
almost forgotten by the public, but 
not by the ubiquitous ‘‘interviewer.”” 
One of the fraternity has taken the 
trouble to follow the tribe to their 
new home in the Quapaw Reserva- 
tion, Indian Territory, and he now 
describes what he saw during the 
visit. The war seems to have com- 
pletely cowed them, ard they are ap- 
parently resigned to their lot, such as 
itis. Secar-faced Charley and Bogus 
Charley, the first and seeond chiefs 
of this tribal remnant, are still 1n au- 
thority, and their commands are re- 
spected, but they no longer bear 
themselves’ wit their fermer 
haughtiness. The males pass their 
time in drinking, smoking, shooting 
with the bow and arrow, playing 
ball, etc., evidently resolved to be- 
stow no thought upon the morrow. 
Steamboat Frank has become liter- 
ary in his tastes, and is actually mak- 
ing some progress in learning to read. 
But the squaws are less reconciled to 
the change. The eyes of the Princess 
Mary filled with tears when the 
name of Captain Jack was mentioned, 
while the widow of the departed 
chief still blacKens her face and lives 
in seclusion. The land receives lit- 
tle attention from the tribe, though 
fences have been put up in several 
places.

MIDNIGHT DISPATCUES. 


FROM WASHINGTON. 


Veto or No Veto—The Final Hearing 
of the Sonth Carolina Memorial- 
ists—The Nigger Cardoza. 
WASNINGTON, April 15.—CoNFIR- 

MATION—James Cochran, Postmas- 

ter at Culpepper, Va. 

The question of the hour is wheth- 
er the President will veto the finance 
bill, The pressure is heavy. ‘The 
best opinion is that he will sign it. 

The President has recognized Jos. 
August Poitevin Vice Consul of 
France at Pensacola and Charles Pil- 
lichady ditto at Mobile. 

At the final hearing on the South 
Carolina troubles, before the sub-Ju- 
diciary Committee of the House this 
morning, Cardoza spoke for the 
counter memorialists, giving a brief 
account of the finances of the State, 
showing the causes why the Legis- 
lature had increased the debt and 
holding that tne Republican admin- 
istration is only responsible for one 
million three hundred thousand dol- 
lars of it; denying that the bonded 
debt can be shown to be over ten 
millions, and affirming that of that 
amount the old State government is 
responsible for eight million seven 
hunared thousand, He held that 
the Democrats in South Carolina are 
responsible, equally with the Repub- 
licans, for the existing state of af- 
fairs. 

Thomas Y. Simmons closed for the 
memorialists in an exhaustive ad- 
dress of half an hour, in which he 
showed up in detail the many frauds 
and outrages perpetrated since recon- 
struction under the form of law, and 
earrying their perpetration home 
upon those in power there the last 
six years. He asserted that the disa- 
bilities under the reconstruction acts 
were an absolute barrier against par- 
ticipation by the leading citizens in 
the formation of the new State gov- 
ernment, and closed by an earnest 
appeal for such investigation as shall 
show the truth or otherwise of the 
charges made by the tax-payers com- 
mittee. What action the Judiciary 
Committee will take is a matter of 
mere conjecture. Itis believed that 
they will find, however desirous to 
do so, no faci ground for the recom- 
mendation to Congress looking to an 
investigation, though the matter will 
doubtless be madea subject of con- 
gressional discussion. 

Mr. Lamar, of New York, recently 
obtained judgment of the Court of 
Claims for five hundred and seventy- 
nine thousand dollars for a cotton 
claim. Mr. Chever, as Administra- 
tor of his deceased brother, who, it 
was claimed, had an interest in the 
claim, filed a bill in the Equity Court 
of this District to prevent the money 
from being paid ont of the Treasury. 
Judge Wylie said to-day that if the 
Court attempted to restrain the pay- 
ment of money by the Treasury it 
woud have little else to do. It was 
only where the service could be made 
personally or againscé the real or per- 
sonal estate of the party that the 
Court could act. He rescinded the 
restraining order, The claimant, 
Lamar, being a resident of New 
York, and therefore action cannot lie 
in this District. 

Hovse.—The Legislative appro- 
priation occupied the day. 

By a personal appeal to Congress- 
man Waddell secured an advance 
in the salary of several of his constit-— 
uents under the employ of the Gov- 
ernment. 

SENATE.—The bill paying school 
teachers passed. It taxes personal 
property of citizens of the States who 
are here under public employment 
and educates their children at the ex- 
pense of the District. 

West made an able effort in behalf of 
the Kellogg Government in Loui:i- 
ana. This colloquy followed his set 
speech: Carpenter said he had seen 
a telegram from New Orleans stating 
that although the Legislature of 
Louisiana had passed an act repeal- 
ing the election law, it had, on the 
last day of the session, re-enacted it. 

West said he had no knowledge of 
such proceeding. 

Hamilton, of Maryland, said that 
being a member of the Committee 
on Privileges and Elections, he 
deemed it to be his duty to say 
something upon Louisiana affairs 
generally. The facts differed from 
those in any prevestug case, and 
were filled with evidences of fraud 
tyrany and corruption. ; 

West read a telegram from Gov. 
Kellogg stating that he had been in_ 
formed that some of the ‘last ditchers’ 
had telegraphed toSenator Carpenter 
that he (Kellogg) had a pil] before 
him to repeal the new election law 
The statement,he said, was false, and 
that they could have a fair election 
under the rew law.

He has not the candor tostate 
the fact. He merely says he does not 
know as to the facts. He is profess- 
ing to speak from. special knowledge 
of the truth of facts in Louisiana, 
and says here to-day,in regard to this 
most important fact, he has no 
knowledge whatever.”’ 

West—‘‘And he says the truth. He 
has no knowledge of it. He does not 
qualify it in any way. He never 
heard of it. Itisnew to him. That 
is what I mean without equivocation 
or reservation in any Way.”’ 

Bayard—‘‘It is a confession of ig- 
norance, sir, in regard to important 
facts of which the gentleman profes- 
ses to speak.’’ 

Hamilton,in resuming his argu- 
ment, reviewed the testimony taken 
by the committee in regard to Lou- 
isiana, the election of Senators by 
two Legislatures of their State, and 
the action of its committee. He 
would have preferred that the whole 
Louisiana matter should have been 
inquired into, and a report of the 
committee made upon the whole 
subject. If Kellogg was not the legal 
Governor of the State, Pinechback 
had no right to a seat in this cham- 
ber. It must be shown that the Leg- 
islature electing Pinchback was the 


legal one before his creden- 
tials could have least ef- 
ficiency. He referred to the recog- 


nition of the Kellogg government 
bv the House of Representatives, and 
said that action was not binding up- 
on the Senate. The President was 
compelled to recognize some Gevern- 
mentin Louisiana, but only for the 
purpose of preventing violence, and 
that recognition had nothing what- 
ever to do with the validity of the 
Government. Before concluding his 
argument he yielded tor a motion for 
an executive session, which was 
agreed to. 

A Terrible {Tornado Strikes Nashe 

ville. 

NASHVILLE, April 15.—A_ tornado 
passed over and through this city, 
trom the West to the East, at 12:30 
o’clock this morning, doing an im- 
mense amount of damage. It struck 
the city at the Fair Grounds, passing 
diagonally through the city, and out 
by the University and Mount Olive 
Cemetery. Its width seems to have 
been abont a quarter ofa mile. Atter 
passing the Fair Grounds it struck 
the Exposition building and Kid- 
well House, serioutly damaging the 
former, the frout of the Academy of 
Music, Freits’ grocery store, Darneys’ 
wholesale liquor establishment and 
several other smaller buildings, near 
the corner of Broad and Cherry 
streets, were crushed. The front 
windows of Hurley & Bros. and 
Hanson & Co.’s 4story building, near 
the same locality, were crushed in. 
Beadles’ livery stables, containing an 
immense amount of feed, wagons, 
horses and cattle, were blown 
off its foundation into the back wa- 
ter. Several horses and, _ it is 
thought, one man were drowned. 
Parisher’s livery stable, on College 
street, in rear of Beadles’, was seri- 
ously damaged, besides several feed 
stores; and asmall negro dwelling on 
the street passsed from there ecrush- 
ing in the front of the colored 
Methodist church, next to the Medi- 
cal College, taking offa portion of its 
roof, and from thence to the magnifi- 
cent residence of Judge Parish, mo- 
ving the whole of the roof out of 
place. At this hour it is impossible 
to enumerate the number of build- 
ings damaged or the loss, which will 
exceed a hundred thousand dollars. 
Many poor families are rendered 
homeless. Itis feared there has been 
serious damage to property and _ loss 
of life along its track. The telegraph 
lines are’ prostrated all along its 
ro from Union City to Nash- 
ville.
